WASHINGTON, April l l .—Gene­ 
ral defense of the radical raids of 
1919 and 1920, conducted by order 
of Attorney General Palmer, was 
m adi in a report *y Senator Ster­ 
ling (republican) of South Dakota, 
chairman of a Senate Judiciary In­ 
vestigating 
Subcommittee, 
made 
public yesterday, with a supplement 
report by Senator Walsh (democrat) 
of Montana attacking vigorously the 
raids and challenging conclusions of 
the Sterling report. 
Neither report 
has been approved by the Judiciary 
Committee, 
which 
will 
consider 
them further Friday. 
Senator Sterling’s report, drafted 
for the committe, found that "there 
was no ursupation of power’’ by the 
Department of Justice in the raids 
on alien radicals. 
"The execution of warrants of ar­ 
rest* was lawful,” the Sterling re­ 
port continued, 
"no constitutional 
right was violated In making the 
arrests. The attorney general could 
justify his course (in the deporta­ 
tion cases) under the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
In any event, your committees do 
not find that any gr^at hardship or 
deprivation ensued from the use of 
search w arrants by the agents of 
the Department of Justice.” 
The Sterling report, however, said 
that, while the department policy 
appeared effectual, in 
some 
in­ 
stances it was accompanied by "un­ 
necessary hardships,” as at Detroit, 
where jail facilities were declared 
inadequate. 
The Sterling report also criticized 
the personnel of the dozen lawyers 
who originally filed charges against 
Palmer, saying these 
had 
been 
prominent in radical movements. It 
referred to Felix Frankfurter. Frank 
P. Walsh of Kansas City and Ernest 
Freund of Chicago and their identi­ 
fication with the American Civil 
Liberties Union.

equivalent in texture. 


I 
Plant the seeds in rows, crosswise 
of the box. Broadcast sowing in win- 
i dow boxes is wasteful. A large por­ 
tion of the plants are destroyed in 
watering and transplanting and often 
they are so thick they never have 
a fair chance to develop. 
A cloth over the surface of the soil, 
or better still, a pane of glass will 
I help to keep a more even tem pera­ 
tu r e and 
retard 
evaporation. 
The 
cloth must be removed with the first 
sign of germination 
and 
the glass 
should be lifted 
and 
the 
moisture 
j which has condensed upon it wiped 
■ off from time to time. 
Care in watering should he exer­ 
cised. as 
careless 
sprinkling 
will 
I wash seeds out of the ground and up­ 
root newly germinated little plants. 
A fine spray of sprinkling with a 
whisk broom or a similar article is 
the best 
way. 
The 
boxes 
should 
never be soaked after germination 
starts, but just kept moist.
